FIRE CHIEF
.SHOWS GRASS
FIRE DANGER

Hannebrink ) Warns Against
Carelessness—Thirteen
Fires This Month

An epidemic of grass fires, for
the most part reported by the fire
department to have been caused
by carelessness, has prompted Fire
Chief Ben Hannebrink to issue a
warning to residents who have
grass-grown lots or yards to clear
away.

The department to date during
May has .answered 13 calls for
grass fires. Fleven of them were
reported as caused either by care-
less throwing about of matches
and unextinguished cigarette and
cigar butts, or by fallure to con-
trol fires purposely started.

Chlef Hannebrink called atten-
tion to the city ordinance which

prohibits burning of grass and
refuse between 10 a.m. and 4:30
p.m. without a permit. He urged:

residents who have burning to do
to make their fires between sunup
and 10 in the morning, or between
4:30 and sundown in the afternoon,
and to take proper precautions
against spread of the flames.
Pointers given by the chief in
burning of grass and brush in-
cluded:

Start fires only when there is no
wind.

Clear away all grass and refuse
from the vicinity of buildings be-
fore the fire is started.

Have supply of water at hand
for immediate use.

Do not try to burd too much
at once.

Have enough help at hand to
cope with emergencies.
